(3) At least eighty-five percent of the moneys spent by the35

Washington state arts commission during the 1995-97 biennium for the36
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purposes of RCW 28A.335.210, 28B.10.027, and 43.17.200 shall be spent1

solely for direct acquisition of works of art.2

(4) The office of the state auditor shall audit the purchases of3

works of art under RCW 28A.335.210, 28B.10.027, and 43.17.200. The4

audit shall include, but is not limited to: The timeframes for5

purchase, delivery, and display of works of art; the costs of selecting6

and installing works of art and administration of the program; the7

extent of meaningful involvement from representatives of the display8

site or sites in selecting the art; the costs of individual9

acquisitions; and the biennial amount determined by the arts commission10

to be made available for the visual arts program. The auditor shall11

report its findings and any recommendations to the legislature by12

December 1, 1995.13

NEW SECTION. Sec. 805. The amounts shown under the headings14

"Prior Biennia," "Future Biennia," and "Total" in this act are for15

informational purposes only and do not constitute legislative approval16

of these amounts.17

NEW SECTION. Sec. 806. "Reappropriations" in this act are18

appropriations and, unless the context clearly provides otherwise, are19

subject to the relevant conditions and limitations applicable to20

appropriations. Reappropriations shall be limited to the unexpended21

balances remaining on June 30, 1995, in the 1993-95 biennial22

appropriations for each project.23

NEW SECTION. Sec. 807. To carry out the provisions of this act,24

the governor may assign responsibility for predesign, design,25

construction, and other related activities to any appropriate agency.26

NEW SECTION. Sec. 808. If any federal moneys appropriated by27

this act for capital projects are not received by the state, the28

department or agency to which the moneys were appropriated may replace29

the federal moneys with funds available from private or local sources.30

No replacement may occur under this section without the prior approval31

of the director of financial management in consultation with the senate32

committee on ways and means and the house of representatives committee33

on capital budget.34
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 809. (1) Unless otherwise stated, for all1

appropriations under this act that require a match of nonstate money or2

in-kind contributions, the following requirement, consistent with RCW3

43.88.150, shall apply: Expenditures of state money shall be timed so4

that the state share of project expenditures never exceeds the intended5

state share of total project costs.6

(2) Provision of the full amount of required matching funds is not7

required to permit the expenditure of capital budget appropriations for8

phased projects if a proportional amount of the required matching funds9

is provided for each distinct, identifiable phase of the project.10

NEW SECTION. Sec. 810. Notwithstanding any other provisions of11

law, for the 1995-97 biennium, transfers of reimbursement by the state12

treasurer to the general fund from the community college capital13

projects account for debt service payments made under Title 28B RCW14

shall occur only after such debt service payment has been made and only15

to the extent that funds are actually available to the account. Any16

unpaid reimbursements shall be a continuing obligation against the17

community college capital projects account until paid. The state board18

for community and technical colleges need not accumulate any specific19

balance in the community college capital projects account in20

anticipation of transfers to reimburse the general fund.21

NEW SECTION. Sec. 811. Any capital improvements or capital22

projects involving construction or major expansion of a state office23

facility, including, but not limited to, district headquarters,24

detachment offices, and off-campus faculty offices, shall be reviewed25

by the office of financial management and the department of general26

administration for possible consolidation, collocation, and compliance27

with state office standards before allotment of funds. The intent of28

the requirement imposed by this section is to eliminate duplication and29

reduce total office space requirements where feasible, while ensuring30

proper service to the public.31

NEW SECTION. Sec. 812. The governor, through the office of32

financial management, may authorize a transfer of appropriation33

authority provided for a capital project that is in excess of the34

amount required for the completion of such project to another capital35

project for which the appropriation is insufficient. No such transfer36
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may be used to expand the capacity of any facility beyond that intended1

by the legislature in making the appropriation. Such transfers may be2

effected only between capital appropriations to a specific department,3

commission, agency, or institution of higher education and only between4

capital projects that are funded from the same fund or account.5

For purposes of this section, the governor may find that an amount6

is in excess of the amount required for the completion of a project7

only if: (1) The project as defined in the notes to the budget8

document is substantially complete and there are funds remaining; or9

(2) bids have been let on a project and it appears to a substantial10

certainty that the project as defined in the notes to the budget11

document can be completed within the biennium for less than the amount12

appropriated in this act.13

For the purposes of this section, the legislature intends that14

each project be defined as proposed to the legislature in the15

governor’s budget document, unless it clearly appears from the16

legislative history that the legislature intended to define the scope17

of a project in a different way.18

A report of any transfer effected under this section except19

emergency projects or any transfer under $250,000 shall be filed with20

the legislative fiscal committees of the senate and house of21

representatives by the director of financial management at least thirty22

days before the date the transfer is effected. The director shall23

report all emergency or smaller transfers within thirty days from the24

date of transfer.25

NEW SECTION. Sec. 813. To ensure that major construction26

projects are carried out in accordance with legislative and executive27

intent, appropriations in this act referencing this section or in28

excess of $5,000,000 shall not be expended until the office of29

financial management has reviewed the agency’s predesign and other30

documents and approved an allotment for the project. The predesign31

document shall include but not be limited to program, site, and cost32

analysis in accordance with the predesign manual adopted by the office33

of financial management.34

NEW SECTION. Sec. 814. Allotments for appropriations shall be35

provided in accordance with the capital project review requirements36

adopted by the office of financial management. The office of financial37
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management shall notify the house of representatives capital budget1

committee and the senate ways and means committee of allotment releases2

based on review by the office of financial management.3

NEW SECTION. Sec. 815. Appropriations for design and4

construction of facilities on higher education branch campuses shall5

proceed only after funds are allotted to institutions of higher6

education on the basis of: (1) Comparable unit cost standards, as7

determined by the office of financial management in consultation with8

the higher education coordinating board; (2) costs consistent with9

other higher education teaching facilities in the state; (3) student10

full-time equivalent enrollment levels as established by the office of11

financial management in consultation with the higher education12

coordinating board; and (4) branch campus facility utilization policies13

and standards as determined by the office of financial management in14

consultation with the higher education coordinating board. The office15

of financial management shall report to the appropriate committees of16

the legislature, by December 1, 1996, the standards, policies and17

enrollment levels used as the basis for allotting funds for branch18

campus design and construction.19

NEW SECTION. Sec. 816. The department of information services20

shall act as lead agency in coordinating video telecommunications21

services for state agencies. As lead agency, the department shall22

develop standards and common specifications for leased and purchased23

telecommunications equipment and assist state agencies in developing a24

video telecommunications expenditure plan. No agency may spend any25

portion of any appropriation in this act for new video26

telecommunications equipment, new video telecommunications27

transmission, or new video telecommunications systems without first28

complying with chapter 43.105 RCW, including but not limited to RCW29

43.105.041(2), and without first submitting a video telecommunications30

equipment expenditure plan, in accordance with the policies of the31

department of information services, for review and assessment by the32

department of information services under RCW 43.105.052. Before any33

such expenditure by a public school, a video telecommunications34

expenditure plan shall be approved by the superintendent of public35

instruction. The office of the superintendent of public instruction36

shall submit the plans to the department of information services in a37
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form prescribed by the department. The office of the superintendent of1

public instruction shall coordinate the use of the video2

telecommunications in public schools by providing educational3

information to local school districts and shall assist local school4

districts and educational service districts in telecommunications5

planning and curriculum development. Before any such expenditure by a6

public institution of postsecondary education, a telecommunications7

expenditure plan shall be approved by the higher education coordinating8

board. The higher education coordinating board shall coordinate the9

use of video telecommunications for instruction and instructional10

support in postsecondary education, including the review and approval11

of instructional telecommunications course offerings.12

NEW SECTION. Sec. 817. PRIVATIZATION OF PRISONS AND JUVENILE13

REHABILITATION FACILITIES. (1) The legislature finds that the14

increasing cost of constructing and operating prisons and juvenile15

rehabilitation facilities requires that new and innovative strategies16

be developed to reduce costs. It is the purpose of this section to17

examine examples of privately operated and innovative publicly operated18

institutions from other states for possible application in Washington,19

and, if any options from these institutions are found to be feasible20

and desirable, to set up a framework for possible implementation of21

such options and other cost saving practices following review and22

approval by the legislature during the 1996 session.23

(2) The legislative audit committee shall evaluate options to24

reduce the design, construction, and operating costs of prisons and25

juvenile rehabilitation facilities, based on benchmarks established in26

privately operated and innovative publicly operated institutions in27

other states. The evaluation shall include, at a minimum, options for28

privatizing the new multicustody institution proposed by the department29

of corrections and the basic training camp proposed by the department30

of social and health services. The evaluation shall also include the31

following elements:32

(a) An itemized description of the current methods, policies, and33

costs used by the state to design, construct, and operate prisons and34

juvenile rehabilitation institutions;35

(b) Benchmark examples of the methods, policies, and costs used by36

private vendors to design, construct, and operate prisons and juvenile37

rehabilitation institutions in other states; and38
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(c) A survey of private vendors to determine their estimated cost1

of designing, constructing, or operating institutions in Washington.2

The survey shall include three components:3

(i) The cost of providing levels of service similar to that4

currently used by the state in existing institutions and the proposed5

multicustody prison and work training camp;6

(ii) The cost of operating existing institutions and the proposed7

new institutions using vendor-prescribed methods and policies while8

meeting minimum constitutional requirements; and9

(iii) The cost of designing, constructing, and operating10

institutions to vendor specifications while meeting minimum11

constitutional requirements.12

Each item in the evaluation shall be presented to the legislature13

and governor in a format to allow direct comparison of methods,14

policies, and costs. To ensure comparability, the committee may adjust15

costs to reflect regional differences in wages, construction costs,16

land values, supplies, and other cost elements as determined by the17

committee.18

(3) The legislative audit committee shall survey states that have19

contracted with private vendors for the design, construction, or20

operation of prisons or juvenile rehabilitation institutions to21

determine their fiscal, legal, and contractual experiences, including22

the implications for operating a privately run institution within a23

larger state-wide system.24

(4) The department of corrections and the department of social and25

health services, in conjunction with the office of the attorney general26

and the legislative audit committee, shall develop prototype contracts27

and recommended competitive bidding procedures for the private design,28

construction, or operation, or combination thereof, of prison and29

juvenile rehabilitation facilities.30

(5) The office of the attorney general shall identify potential31

legal constraints to implementing privatization of prisons or juvenile32

rehabilitation institutions, and shall report its findings and33

statutory changes to remove any such constraints to the legislative34

audit committee by October 1, 1995.35

(6) The department of corrections and department of social and36

health services shall cooperate with the legislative audit committee in37

developing the evaluation by providing requested information in a38

timely manner.39
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(7) The evaluation, survey results, prototype contracts,1

recommended bidding process, and potential statutory changes shall be2

reported to the governor and appropriate committees of the legislature3

by December 1, 1995.4

NEW SECTION. Sec. 818. No moneys in this act shall be used to5

develop facilities for juvenile offenders at Rainier school.6

NEW SECTION. Sec. 819. STUDYING THE FEASIBILITY OF ESTABLISHING7

A POOLED REVENUE DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM FOR STATE TRUST LANDS. The board8

of natural resources shall evaluate the feasibility of establishing a9

pooled revenue distribution system for state lands, as defined in RCW10

79.01.004, to provide a more consistent and predictable revenue stream11

to trust beneficiaries. For the purposes of this section, a "pooled12

revenue distribution system" means a system that distributes revenues13

to each trust beneficiary based on the proportional net present value14

of revenue forecasted for each trust ownership over a defined time15

period. Actual revenue distribution to each trust during a fiscal16

period would be based on the assigned proportional benefit multiplied17

by the actual total revenues produced from all state lands during the18

period. The board shall report to the legislature on its evaluation,19

including any recommendations for implementation, by November 1, 1995.20

The report shall include necessary modifications to the legal framework21

governing state trust land revenues, and a proposed valuation22

methodology, as well as a forecast of potential revenue distributions23

using a pooled revenue distribution system.24

NEW SECTION. Sec. 820. If any provision of this act or its25

application to any person or circumstance is held invalid, the26

remainder of the act or the application of the provision to other27

persons or circumstances is not affected.28

NEW SECTION. Sec. 821. This act is necessary for the immediate29

preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the30

state government and its existing public institutions, and shall take31

effect immediately.32
